Regarding the Affidavits- 


Slaughter Has Begun. 


Count}-' Cleric Starr's clean) 
and 


well kupt ofllco tills mornlnjj rcBom- 
l)lod tho shambles of a 
slaughter 


house whllis Bert Morgan of tho town 
of Evnnsvllle van counting out tho 
slxty-flvo <lcn<l crows heads ho had 
brought In to receive the atlpiilnte.l 
bounty of ten cents each,- granted hy 
the county board at their January ses- 
sion. Each head was neatly severed 
from tho body of tho crow and each 
Veprosentc-d one more corn thief and 
spreader of tho deadly germs of hog 
cholera, gone to his last reward. 


A Grip Full 


This was tho first lot of 
crows 


brought Into tho county clorlss office 
and Mr. Morgan Is the flrst hunter 
to receive any money under tho new 
law. There Is as much red tape about 
the securing of this bounty us there 
Is In the regular army about draw- 
Ing requisition for a four-mule team. 
First. Mr. Morgan had to go .before 
the chairman of tho town In which 
tho crows wore killed, which In this 
case was Union, and swear ho killed 
the crows In that township. Then no 
has 1o sever the heads of the depart- 
ed crows from their bodies and tho 
chairman of tho town lias to Issue 
an affidavit to tho effect that ho saw 
the heads cut from tho bodies. 


More Red Tape 


Armed with this affidavit Mr. Mor- 


gan camo to tho clt,y and visited Mr. 
Starr. Hero ho swore that tho form- 
er affidavit of tho town clmlrman was 
truo and exhibited tho heads of tho 
crows as witnesses. Then 1io sworn 
that ho had killed the crows and that 
he hail not spared the llfo of any 
crow that was within his power to 
kill. After counting tho crows' heads 
Mr. Starr Issued an order on 
tno 


county treasurer for six dollars and 
fifty cents and tho county treasurer 
cashed It. Tho heads were left to 
Mr. Starr to dispose ,of and thoro 
tho -engineer of tho county building 
got. In his work and they went up In 
tho model crematory of tho court- 
house furnace. 


Mora Will Come 


This Is the first batch to come but 


more will follow. There nro any num- 
ber of crows throughout tho county. 
Mr. Morgan, who IB nn old tlmo wolf 
hunter and a flrst class shot, killed 
the slxty-flvo brought In today with 
cane near an old slaughter 
house, 


where the crows had como to feed. 
There is also a crow roost near Tur- 
tle creek and the farmers In this vi- 
cinity may even now he slaughtering 
these pests and preparing to descend 
upon County Clerk Starr with 
a 
stock of heads that will keep tho jan- 
itor busy burning up.. 


Fdxy Crows 
One hunter declares that tho crows 


know where there Is a bounty 
on 


them and that ho has noticed many 
flocks going down towards tho Illi- 
nois state lino at, night so as to avoid 
any night slaughter while they rest. 
In Illinois they arc not molested and 
nerhaps before lonjr Uock county will 
bo given a wide berth by these black 
fellows and tho lings can dlo with 
romfort of bog cholera secure In tho 
thoughts that no crow will food on 
their remains and then fly off 
to 


spread tho disease to other hogs. It 
will be a comfort to tho dying hogs 
at anv rate.

comlnp of daylight the full extent of 
tho havoc played l>y the tcrrltlc explo- 
sion anil flre which wrecked the War- 
ner Sugar Refining plant Weduesulay 
night was revealed, and tho search for 
the bodies that It Is feared are burled 
under the heaps of smoking debris 
was resumed.
